The next morning one 
of Elisha’s servants returned 
with the news that the armies 
were camped all around the city 
and apparently was excited over 
the threatening condition and 


~ asked the prophet, “What shall 


we do?” He replied, “Fear not;

than they that be with them.” 
2 Kings 6:16. This young man 
was like’'a great many men of 
today. He could only see what 
was before him, just what his 
natural eye could then behold. 
He could not understand how it 
‘was that there- were more in 
their favor than there were in 
the Assyrian army. As they saw 
the great number on the out- 
skirts of the city. apparently 
ready to rush in and capture the 
prophet of God and the few that 
were associated with him,~ it 
looked like that they were utter- 
ly helpless and that disaster was 
in their way. But this was only 
used to bring them to the place 
of one of the greatest revela- 
tions and one of the greatest 
miracles of Old Testament his- 
tory.

PAUL AND HIS GOSPEL

“I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth; to the Jew first, and also to 
the Greek.” Rom. 1:16. 

Paul was no ordinary man. He had 
advantages in early life that placed 
him above the ordinary. We will 
briefly consider some of the things 
concerning this great man. 


, Paul a Student 

“I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, born in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet brought up in this city at the feet 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to 
the perfect manner of the law of the 
fathers, and was zealous teward God, 
as ye all are this day.” Acts 22:3. 

Paul was brought up under the best 
education of the land. He hada per- 
fect understanding of the law of the 
fathers; he had’ royal blood in him; 
he: was of the seed of Abraham, of 
the tribe of Benjamin. His training 
and qualifications gave him promi- 
nence among his contemporaries. He 
was a Pharisee of the Pharisees— 
a natural leader of men. 


Paul a Persecutor of the Way 


With all of Paul's educational ad- 
vantages and knowledge of the law, 
he was a persecutor of the way, a wat- 
er of the Church of God. He was 
present at the stoning of Stephen 
and declared he was exceed- 


ingly mad and persecuted even unto 


strange cities. 

A man may be taught in the Word 
and know but little of the power of 
God; and the saving grace of the 
Gospel of Christ. 


Paul Had an Honest Heart 


He declared his conscience did not 
condemn him; “he had lived in all good 
conscience.” He verily thought he was 
doing God’s service in persecuting 
the saints. We might learn a profit- 
able lesson from this. How often have 
we heard it said, “How can people go 
on and oppose the way and have the 
light they have?” We should never 
lose confidence and faith in men, even 
though they do seem dull of under- 
standing. I expect the Church had no 
hope for a man like Saul of Tarsus. 
They could hardly believe it when it 
was told them that he now preached 
the faith. Let us be hopeful and have 
faith in God to work in His own good 
time to bring our friends into the 
way. ee 

Paul was in his highest state of op- 
position when God took hold of him. 
So far as I can see it was purely 
divine intervention. 


Paul’s Conversion 


Paul was on his way to Damascus 
with letters of authority in his pocket 
to bind all he found of this way and 
lead them to prison. Suddenly a light 
from heaven shone around him. And 
Saul, the great persecutor, fell to the 
ground. A voice rang in his ears, 
“Saul! Saul! Why persecutest thou 
me?” The great strong Saul of Tar- 
sus was as helpless as the weakest of 
men. It takes the power of God to 
stop men like this. Whether this 
was in answer to prayer or not, the 
Scriptures are silent. I have a feel- 
ing that a volume of prayer was con- 
stantly going up to God concerning 
this man. There was no argument 
that would have convinced him; but 
the power of God put an end to the 
whole business. We need to pray the 
power down on these big preachers 
and people who oppose the way. If 
we would argue less with them and 
pray more for them more would be 
brought into the way. 

Paul was undone. A strange some- 
thing had taken place and he wanted 
to know something of its meaning. 
One thing he was sure of and that was 
it was from God, “Who art thou Lord?” 
A very foolish question, for he ac- 
knowledges it is God in his query 
but you must remember that Paul 
was all undone. When God gets hold 
of a wise man his wisdom vanishes 
and he talks to God as simple as the 
most ignorant. 
from the skies come the answer, “I 
am Jesus whom thou persecutest.” 
It is enough. His honest heart ac- 
cepted the charge. He was guilty, and 
surrendered. “What wilt thou have me 
to do?” He was told to go down to the 
city and hunt up that old holiness 
preacher that he had a warrant for 
and he would tell him what he must 
do. 

He was completely overcome. He was 
struck with blindness and instead of 
him leading the people to prison some 
one had to lead him to the place 
where he could get right with God. 
He was soon face to face with the 
man of Gol and he was speaking the 
red hot truth to him.

Paul a Preacher 


He received his call to preach when 
he met Jesus on his way to Damasers, 
See Acts 26:15-17. One reason he 
was so bold to preach the gospel was 
because he was separated unto it, 
separated from everything else. 

In Rom, 1:1, he says, “Paul, a ser- 
vant of Jesus Christ, called to be an 
apostle, separated unto the gospel of 
God.” Many preachers have never 
been separated from the things that 
hinder and hamper them. in their 
preaching; so many hang on to their 
secular affairs of life. There is just 


,one way that would be worse and that 


is to not preach at all. Sometimes I 
think the cause of Christ would be 
better off if they did not try to preach 
at all. Brother, God wants men who 
are separated from every encum- 
brance and have but the ‘one thing 
to do—preach the gospel. 

Paul said when God called him to 
preach His gospel, « “Immediately I

conferred not with flesh and blood,” 
No, he never stopped to consider how 
he would get his support, or what he 
would do with his home affairs. He 
went at once whole souled, whole 
hearted into the work. He was not 
only separated from secular pursuits 
as a business, but he was a delivered 
man. “Delivering thee from the peo- 
ple, and from the Gentiles, unto 
whom now I send thee.” Acts 26:17. 


God wants His ministers to be de- 
livered from men. So many are afraid 
to preach their convictions for 
fear the people will criticize them. 
Many are bound in this way and are 
blind to it. Others see that they ought 
not to yield to\public sentiment, but, 
they have never reached that place of 
liberty and freedom that enables them 
to do it. A few nerve themselves and 
preach the gospel with boldness any 
how; but still fewer preach it boldly 
without any’ concern as to whether it 
is received or rejected. 


Paul’s Gospel 


It was the gospel of Christ. He did 
not preach to please men, but God. He 
did not receive it from men, but God. 

“Paul an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, 
and God the Father * * *;) But 
I certify you, brethren, that the 
gospel that was preached of me 
is not after man, neither was I 
taught it, but by the revelation 
of Jesus Christ.” Gal. 1:1, 11, 12. 

Paul was a divinely called, quali- 
fied and commissioned preacher. 


Paul Confided in His Gospel 

Some had brought trouble into his 
flock by compromising or perverting 
his gospel. Hear him! “I marvel that 
ye are so soon removed from him that 
called you into the grace of Christ 
unto another gospel: which is not an- 
other; but there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the gospel of 
Christ. But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than which we have 
preached unto ou, let him be ac- 
cursed.” Gal. 1:6-8. 


A preacher must know he has his 
message from God or he will feel 
shaky about it. He must be sure 
about his message if he is to impress 
it on his hearers. So many are 
biased and influenced by man in their 
preaching and are just copying after 
some one they have heard. We need 
to get our message from God and it 
will always be the gospel and always 
be affective for good. God told Ezek 
iel to hear the word at His mouth and 
warn the people from Him. O how 
we need preachers to preach God’s 
message! 

Paul was not Ashamed of His Gospel

God will heal enough 
to manifest His power. Trust God 
with your body, sick or well, live or 
die; Paul said, “To die is gain.” 


This Gospel in its Fullness is the 
Abiding Presence of the Holy 
Ghost 


Jesus said, “Tarry till ye be en- 
dued with power.” After the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you ye shall re- 
ceive power.

I will proceed first to give a little 
history of Oriental Jewish marriages. 

“In the earliest ages marriage was 
contracted with little ceremony. The 
young man himself, sometimes his 
father, or a trusty servant (as in the 
case of Abraham’s obtaining a wife for 
Isaac, when Eliezer was sent) made 
application to the father of the maid- 
en for his daughter. If the request 
were granted, and the young woman 
acceded to it, without any further de- 
lay she became the wife ‘of the man 
who had made the proposal. 

“The woman received no portion in 
those days from her relatives; on the 
contrary, she was purchased by her 
husband, and his presents to the maid- 
en’s relatives were called her dowry, 
To this day the Abrabian suitor thus 
purchases his wife for such a number 
of sheep, camels, and horses, as his 
rank and wealth, and that of the 
young woman, make it necessary. 

“When the man was too poor to 
give the dowry, he offered an equiva- 
lent, as Jacob to Laban, of an agreed 
number of years’ service. 

“In later times the marriage con- 
tract was made in the house of the 
womans father, before the elders and 
governors of the city. 

“The manner of contracting or es- 
pousal was various. Sometimes the 
man placed a piece of money in the 
woman’s hand before witnesses, and 
said. ‘Be thou espoused to me ac- 
cording to the law of Moses and Israel, 
or it was done in writing. 

“A Jewish virgin thus betrothed or 
espoused, was considered as a lawful 
wife, and could not be put away with- 
out a bill of divorce, and if she proved 
faithless she was punished as an 
adultress. Knowing this, we shall be 
prepared to understand the early his- 
tory of the Saviour as connected with 
his virgin mother, who was in this 
Manner espoused to Joseph. 

“Ten or twelve months commonly 
intervened between the espousal and 
the marriage, which time was spent 
by ‘the betrothed wife with her par- 
ents, perparing nuptial ornaments. and 
her bridegroom was at jiberty to visit 
her, during this period, until eight 
days before the marriage. ‘At. this 
time neither of the parents left their 
abode, but persons of the same age 
visited the bridegroom, and made mer- 
ry with him. To this our Lord makes 
allusion when he says, ‘Can the chil- 
dren of the bride chamber mourn as 
long as the bridegroom is with them?’ 
Matt. 9:15. 

“The marriage ceremony was’ ordi- 
narily performed in a garden or in 
the open air; the bride being placed 
under a canopy supported by four 
youths, and adorned according to 
their rank, and all the company cry- 
ing out, ‘Blessed be he that cometh!’ 
Anciently at, the conclusion of this, 
it was customary for the parents and 
kindred, as did Bethuel and Laban, 
and their families, to pray for a bless- 
ing upon the parties. After the bene- 
diction the bride is conducted with 
great pomp to the house of her hus- 
band. - ’ 

“The procession, under the direction 
of the paranymph, or friend of the 
bridegroom, whese duty it was’to 
attend to all the arrangements, set off 
ordinarily in the evening. The young 
companions of the bride attended her 
with songs and music from _instru- 
ments under the light of blazing 
torches. In the meantime another 
company, consisting of the friends of 
the bridegroom, are waiting at the 
bridegroom’s house, ready at the first 
notice of their approach to go forth 
and meet him. They join themselves 
to the possession and move forward to 
the house where an entertainment is 
provided, and the remainder of the 
evening is spent in cheerful participa- 
tion of the marriage supper. 

“If the circumstances of the bride- 
groom permitted it, wedding garments 
were provided for all the guests, and 
were hung in an antechamber for 
them to put on, before entering the 
apartment where the marriage festival 
was celebrated. 


“To refuse or to neglect putting on 
this wedding garment ‘was esteemed 
a great insult to the bridegroom, as 
he had gratuitously provided ‘them, 
and placed them where they could not 

# but be seen. Christ has made use of 
this custom in a solemn parable of 
the wedding garment, where he ad- 
dresses the ungrateful and guilty_man, 
who Had failed to comply with the 
general custom and his masters’ ex- 
press desire, ‘Friend, how comest 
thou in hither, not having a. wedding 
garment? and he was speechless.’ 

“ ‘At a marriage’ says Mr. Ward, 
‘the procession of which I saw some 
years ago, the bridegroom came from 
a distance, and the bride lived at Ser- 
ampore. After waiting two or three 
hours, at length near midnight, it was 
announced, as if in the very words of 
Scripture, ‘Behold the bridegroom 
cometh, go ye out to meet him.’ All 
the persons employed now lit their 
lamps, and ran with them in their 
hands to fill up their stations in the 
procession; some of them had lost their 
lights, and were unprepared, but it 
was too late to seek others then, and 
the cavaleade moved forward to the 
house of the bride, at which place the 
company entered a large and splen- 
didly illuminated area, before the 
he covered with an awning, where 
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BRIDE 


great multitudes of friends, dressed 
in their best apparel, were seated up- 
on mats. The bridegroom was carried 
in-the arms of a friend, and placed in 
a superb seat in the midst of the com- 
pany, where he sat for a short time, 
and then went into the house, the 
door of which was immediately shut 
and guarded. I and others expostula- 
ted with the door keepers, but in vain. 
Never was I so struck with our Lord’s 
beautiful parable as at this moment; 
AND THE DOOR WAS SHUT.” 

In the first part of this narra- 
tive we have mention of Eliezer seek- 
ing a bride for Isaac. Abraham had 
sent him out; Abraham represents God, 
the Father; \Isaac represents Jesus; 
Eliezer represents the Holy Ghost. The 
Holy Ghost is now seeking a bride for 
Jesus. Eliezer was to go to Isaac’s 
relatives, blood kin. The Holy Ghost 
is seeking for the bride among those 
of whom “His seed remaineth in 
them.” Eliezer wasn’t.to take several 
from the family but only one special, 
ene chosen under certain rules. She 
manifested a willingness to go at once 
and put herself under the instructions 
and guidance of Eliezer. So it is with 
t bride of Christ she must be obe 
dient, not self willed, teachable, will- 
ing to launch out with the Spirit, 
trusting Him to lead right. 

The question arises many times, Do 
all Christians constitute the bride? I 
am of the opinion that it is not that 
way, from the best interpretations that 
I can get of the Scriptures. 


First, God made Adam, then took 
his bride from his side. Jesus is the 
second Adam. The second Adam fell 
asleep, his side was cleft and because 
of the cleft sending forth His life’s 
blood the bride exists today. Now, 
Jesus has gone away yet leaves some- 
thing to carry on His work. This 
something 1s His body (the Church of 
God). “The church is my body.” I 
believe that out of His body will come 
the bride. The bride will be made up of 
those who keep His commandments 
and walk in the light, so walking in 
|the light means a great deal more 
than many people think. There will 
be many Christians in attendance to 
the bride yet they could not have filled 
the requirements of being the bride, 
as the ten virgins show, the five wise 
went in at once, but they were only 
attendants to the bride. No, all Chris- 
tians in a body will not constitute 
the bride. 

“There are three score queens, and 
fourscore concubines, and _ virgins 
without number. My dove, my unde- 
filed-is but one:” She is that class of 
Christians who are especially pure 
and holy, those who are so hid away 
and absorbed in the Bridegroom that 
they have no time for the filthy things 
that defile. 

The statement in the Song of Solo- 
mon, “I am black but comely” is ren- 
dered by scholars, “I am sunscorched 
but beautiful.” This doubtless means 
some saints will suffer in che toil and 
heat of the day, with persecutions, 
privations, yet, Paul says, “They that 
suffer with him shall reign with him.” 
Who usually reigns with a king? You 
say, “The queen of course.” So none 
need expect to be the queen of the 
King of kings or, bride of the Bride- 
groom without first having suffered 
with Him. 

Perhaps many have said, “Will I 
be of the bride?” Here is the answer. 
“J will betroth thee unto me forever; 
yea I will betroth thee unto me in 
righteousness, and in judgment, and 
in loving kindness and mercies. I 
will even betroth thee unto me in 
faithfulness; and thou shalt know the 
Lord.”

Jesus said to the dis- 
ciples after some had left off following 
him because of persecutions, or facing 
some hard problems, “Will ye also go 
away?” Yes, thousands, even millions 
will fail to pay the price that it takes 
to be of the bride and I’m sure that 
thousands who are thinking they be- 
long to the bride hood number will fall 
short.
